BATTLE OF ARMAGEDDON 


Was Subject of 
Sermon 


Which Brought Out Many 
New Theories Which Pas- 
tor Russell Has Evolved 
From Biblical Lore As He 
Interprets It — Overflow 
Meeting Necessary. 


In the mighty struggle of the ar- 


mies of the European nations now 
going on, Pastor Russell 
of 
the 


Brooklyn Tabernacle, a divine noted 
for his new interpretations of the 
Scriptures finds the fulfillment of 
the piophecies contained in the Bi- 
ble, of the approaching time when 
God will reign on the earth. 
His 


sermon Sunday night on "The Bat- 
tle of Armageddon" was delivered 
to an audience at the Auditorium 
theatre which taxed the capacity of 
that house. 


Long before the pastor reached 


the city at 8 o'clock, the house was 
filled and hundreds who were wil- 
ling to stand, thronged the aisles and 
stood in the rear of the theatre. 
It 


was only when those in charge of 
the meeting, announced that 
the 
state fire laws would not permit the 
aisles to be filled that the people 
filed out. They were promised that 
Pastor Russell would address an ov- 
erflow meeting in the convention 
room of the court house and this lit- 
tle room was 
soon 
filled. 
Many 


grew tired of waiting, however, and 
when the noted preacher appeared at 
that place about 10:20, only a few 
had waited for his appearance. 


Pastor Russell delivered three ser- 


mons yesterday, morning, afternoon 
and evening^ 
An audience of two 


thousand heard him in 
Columbus 


yesterday afternoon and tully fif- 
teen hundred heard him here last 
night. 


While hundreds, of Newark peo- 


ple have read the sermons of Pastor 
Russell, printed for many years in 
the Advocate, his teachings were a 
new revelation to many in his Sun- 
day night audience. He departs from 
the orthodox teachings of most of 
the churches today, but confines him- 
self closely to the Scriptures, which 
he quotes freely throughout his ser- 
mon, 
to prove his theories regarding 


the plan of God. 


He finds no authority in the Bible 


for "hell-fire" preaching 
and 
de- 


clares that churches 
founded 
on 


creeds cannot claim superiority over 
each other. 
He says there Is no au- 


thority in the Bible for Universalism. 


He likens the present war to the 


wind, spoken of in the Bible, which 
God will allow to blow unrestrained 
This is to be followed by the earth- 
quake, which Pastor Russell says, 
is symbolical of a social upheaval or 
revolution. 
The final act of God's 


plan is the destruction of the earth 
by fire, which, the noted preacher 
says, means anarchy. 
Following this 


will come the reign of God, and the 
Pastor tells just how the Scriptures 
indicate this reign <vill take place. 


He finds further fulfillment of 


the prophesies of the Bible in the 
fact that the Word is now published 
in 32 languages, that people 
are 


reading more than ever before, and 
that God's command to carry His 
Word to every nation is being done 
now. 


He 
says 
that 
this world-wide 


teaching has been 
going 
on 
but 


about 40 years, and that previous to 
that time the study of the Bible was 
not general. 


Pastor Russell arrived in Newark 


shortly after 8 o'clock and was hur- 
ried directly to the theatre, where

after announcement had been made 


that the law firm of Davis, McGhee 
and .Boulger of Columbus had been 
retained to handle the legal work 
for thp persons bringing the referen- 
dum.

gressional gerrymander bill is assured 
accordng to a statement gven out to- 
day from Democratc state headquar- 
ters. The work of securing signers to 
the petitions in circulation for the ref 
erendum is proceeGing satisfactorily, 
it was said and 
it is expected 
to 


have the some 67,000 
odd 
names 


needed so that the petition for the 
referendum can be filed with Secre- 
tary of State Hildebrant by the lat- 
ter part of this week. Most of 
the 


names obtained already are from the 
smaller counties and 
country dis- 


tricts, it was announced. 
The peti- 


tions from the cities are expected to 
begin coming in within a few days. 
State Chairman W. L. Finley is in 
charge of the work of getting names 
enough for the referendum. This is 
the only referendum in which the 
Democratic organization is interest- 
ed, it is officially stated.

London, August 23.—Supplement- 


ing official information given out 
previously concerning the sinking of 
the Arabic, the British Admiralty 
today made the following statement: 


"The Arabic was an unarmed pas- 


senger ship, outward bound 
to

neutral port. 
It was thus impossi- 


ble for her to have been carrying 
contraband to this country. 


"She was sunk by a German sub- 


marine without warning, and she 
neither attempted to attack the sub- 
marine nor escape from it."

When the moment comes, he de- 


clared, the Serbian army will fight 
steadfastly and in accord with the 
armies of Serbia's allies, true to the 
principles of the Balkans for the 
Balkan people. Serbia has been en- 
deavoring ever since the beginning 
of the war to reach an 
agreement 


with Bulgaria and is trying to do so 
now, 
the premier said, on a basis 


onserving the vital interests of both 
lountries.

to the ground, being rendered uncon- 
scious. 


Mr. Roberts had started 
across 


Main street and stopped for the car 
as it came from Granville on its way 
to the station. 
As the car 
swung 


around the corner 
the 
rear 
end 


struck him knocking him 
to 
the 


ground. 
Criss Brothers ambulance 


was called and rushed 
the 
injured 


man 
to the 
Newark 
Sanitarium 


where an examination disclosed that 
while no bones were broken yet he 
is in a serious condition and is prob- 
ably injured internally. This after- 
noon he was reported as resting more 
comfortably but it will probably be 
several days before his exact condi- 
tion can be determined. 


"Jumps" Roberts in his 
younger 


days was one of the best known ath* 
letes in the county and had a repu- 
tation as a ball player. Today he is 
probably as well posted on baseball 
as any man in the state and knows 
the name of every player on evesy 
team in the big leagues. 
He is fa- 


miliar with all the positions they 
play and never misses reading 
the 


account of every game played. 
At 


present he is the janitor of the opera 
house at Granville and also works at 
the carpenter trade.

mystery. Points asserted by the nar- 
rator were: 


1. Frank did not 
confess. He 


twice was asked if he had anytaiug 
to say, but on each occasion replied, 
'No." Asked pointedly if he killed 
the Phagan girl, he is said to have 
made no reply whatever. 


2. No attempt was made to force a 


confession. 
Frank's statement, just 


prior to his death, that 
he 
loved 


his wife and mother better than he 
did his life, came unexpectedly and 
without questioning. 


3. Frank was not maltreated in 


any way prior to the actual lynching. 
Stories that he may have met violent 
death before ho was handed to the 
Frey oak are without foundation. 


4. 'Frank walked 200 yards from 


the automobile to the 
death 
tree 


without a faltering step; without a 
sigh or semblance of a protest. Fear- 
ing, perhaps, thai his body 
might 


never reach Ins relatives, he asked 
that the wedding ring he wore be de- 
livered to a new =i>aperman with the 
solemn promise that it 
would be 


turned over to his wife. 
This wish 


was carried out. 


5. Frank was 'old from the start 


that he was to lie executed, as the 
Courts directed that he be, and every 
effort was made by 
the 
so-called 


"vigilance committee" to see 
that 


the "legal hansin?" as they termed 
the lynching. was carried out in an 
orderly manner 
Members of 
the 


"vigilance comnnt'ee" are said to re- 
sent any intimation that Frank was 
"maltreated" whilo in their custody. 


Thev assert he was given exactly 


the same considnation usually given 
to a condemned man on the dav of 
his execution. Th< rough handling of 
the body after it was cut down was

Over Russian Naval Victory, 


Over Germans Which 


Was Unexpected 


HOPES OF ENTENTE AL- 


LIES ABE REVIVED 


Moral Effect Especially 


Stimulating to English 


GREATEST SEA DISASTER 


Suffered By Germany Since 


War Began—Attempt to 
Land Troops to Support 
Von Hindenberg's Left 
Flank Has Been Balked— 
Italy Declares War On 
Turkey.

London, Aug. 23.—The capitals of 


the entente allies are jubilant today 
over the unexpected naval 
victory 


which the Russians, according 
to 


their accounts, have won la the Gulf 
of Riga. England had more than a 
sympathetic interest in the battle, aa 
a British submarine accounted for 
the German battle cruiser 
Moltke, 


the loss of which, added to the de- 
struction of two cruisers, eight tor- 
pedo boats and four transports, con- 
stitutes the greatest naval disaster 
suffered by Germany 
during 
the 


present war. 


For the last week both Petrograd 


and Berlin have been sending meagre 
reports of naval operations in 
the 


Gulf of Riga, which were interpret- 
ed to mean that Germany was 
at- 


tempting to land forces for the pur- 
pose of supporting the left flank of 
Field Marshal von Hindenberg in his 
efforts to 
overrun 
the whole of 


Courland and thereby establish Ms 
armies along the coast route to the 
Russian capital. 


The official Russian report, claim- 


in f a decisive victory for the alHes 
together with the expulsion of the 
surviving units of the German naval 
forces from the gulf, contains few 
details in addition to an enumeration 
of German losses. 
It is assumed 


that, inasmuch 
as Petrograd 
an- 


nounced several days ago that her 
large warships had retired from the 
gulf, the Mosquito flotilla, assisted 
by submarines and 
land 
defenses, 


wreaked unprecedented 
destruction 


on a part of the convoying German 
fleet and the transports. 


The moral effect of this action on 


the Russian people is expected In 
London to be great, as it probably 
will do much to allay the depression, 
incident to the 
continued 
Russian 


retreat, which has been arrested no- 
where except in the northern sector, 
from Riga to Kovno. 


British military critics regard toe 


Baltic advance of the Germans as of 
supreme importance, if the invaders 
really contemplate marching on Pe- 
trograd. On that account, the Rus- 
sian naval victory may be of large 
effect on the German plans. 
• Italy's declaration of war on Tur- 
key has not yet led, so far 
as is 


known here, to definite results, but 
it is expected to have a great effect 
on Rumania, which long has been 
connected closely with Italy.

The guard saw the gleam of a re- 


volver and lost no time in complying 


So far known this 
was the only 


semblance of an oath used in Frank's 
presence. 
This was in keeping with 


the determination of the members of 
the "vigilance committee" to give to 
their acts a consistent atmosphere of 
officially. 


Four men entered Frank's room 


The noise at the outer door already 
had 
awakened 
the prisoner, but he 


was still lying in bed when his room 
was entered by the self-appointed ex- 
ecutioners, who wore hats well pullec 
down to meet the automobile goggles 
which served the purpose of masks. 


"We want you to come with us,' 


Frank was told. 


There was neither surprise nor ter- 


ror in the look he turned on the four 
determined men. 
In silence 
Frank 


arose as if to dress himself. He was 
still feeble from the loss of blood suf- 
fered in the Creen attack and swayed 
.perhaps a little dizzily. 


"Don't bother with the 
clothes; 


come just aa you are," he was com- 
manded. 


Unresistingly and without appeal ot 
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any sort for protection. Frank per- 
nitted himself to be handcuffed. Clad 
only in a sleeping garment he walked 
uto the prison comcor, a member of 
.he "vigilance committee" on either 
side of him and two bringing up 
the 


•ear. The night was one of the warrn- 
>st of t'' summer. 


When the party had. reached 
the 


jrison porch, the leaders thought the 
irogress being made was entire!) too 
slow. It was then Frank was picked 
ip and carried down 
the 
concrete 


steps of the prison house. It isstren- 
.tously denied that Frank was drag- 
ged or "bumped" down the steps, and 
it is also denied that one of the mem- 
bers of the party helped carry him by 
:he hair. In substantiation of this, it 
is pointed out that when Frank's body 
was cut down the only mark on it 
was a slight abrasian of the right 
arm, just above the elbow. This, it is 
said, was caused either 
by striking 


the arm against fie narrow door of 
the automobile as he was lifted into 
the machine at Milledgeville or may 
have been due to swaying against the 
trunk of the oak tree as Frank was 
being lifted to his death. 


The 
ghastly 
scarred 
wound 
in 


Frank's throat was not opened until 
the weight of his 
body had been 


thrown against the hangman's knot 
placed beneath the right point of the 
chin. There apparently was no doubt 
in Frank's mind as to the meaning of 
his abduction, as he was lifted into 
one of the machines waiting outside 
the prison farm. 
He had been fully 


aware of the threats that had been 
made against him and of the holding 
in readiness of the 
militia several 


weeks ago, when there is every reason 
to believe the 
so-called "execution" 


first was planned. 


Two men climed into the back seat 


of the car in which Frank had been 
placed, one sitting 
on 
either side. 


Another member of 
the committee 


was 
seated 
beside the 
chauffeur. 


There were seven cars in Milledgeville 
at this time. Only four got back to 
Marietta, the other three 
being left 


behind at Little River as a rear guard. 
These were the cars which 
success- 


fully baffled those who first started 
in pursuit of the lynching party. 


For seven long hours Frank sat in 


the automobile which was carrying 
him to a death place 01 which he had 
no knowledge. It required this length 
of time to make the journey from Mil- 
ledgeville to 
Marietta. The 
roads 


were often rough and bumpy, but the 
party maintained a speed of about 20 
miles an hour. There was but one de- 
lay—a puncture which was 
quickly 


mended.

If it can get its fuel cheaper at a given time, it wants to know 


it and be reminded of it. The words "Buy coal cheap," and "Now" 
are the only ones in that advertisement that could influence the pub- 
lic mind . These should have been set in the heavy type 


The advertisement writer should always keep in rnnul appealing 


direct to the motives that most influence the buying public. 
These 


motives are such as the following: 


To reduce the cost of living, 
To buy for low prices, 
To get goods that will wear, To get the latest -->los. 
To get goods that are artistically attractive, 
And in food products, to get appetizing, sanitar\ and attrac- 


tive goods at low prices. 


An advertisement that does not appeal to the above 
motives 
or 


something equally forcible is defective. 
It may be usefr' and 
help 


keep the advertiser before the public. 
But it does not gi\<> the adver- 


tiser the full benefit of the money which he has paid out tor his space. 


To sum up the suggestions of these lessons, the tVilowing may 


be offered as a series of mottoes for the advertisc'ueut writer: 


1.—Use the "Reason Why" motive. 
2.—Don't crowd too much small type in your sr-ice. 
3.—Give the public information about your goo< - 
4.^Use plain language, as you would talk to a c .^tomer over 


the counter. 


."«.—Give definite facts about the goods and stato prices. 
6.—Make the advertisement newsy by telling about w-hat has 


happened in your store.

(Continued from Page 1.) 


was introduced by W. H. Spring, for- 
merly of this city, \\ho is now one 
of the leaders of the International 
Bible Students' Association, under 
whose auspices Pastor Russell was 
brought to Newark. 
A short prayer and a hymn pre- 


ceded the sermon. 
Pastor Russell's discourse on the 


Battle of Armageddon he based upon 
the words of 
.Tesus 
respecting 
the 


"distress of nations with perplexity." 
(Luke 21:25, 26.) He referred .to the 
literal Megiddo, where many great bat- 
tles were fought iu ancient times and 
where God gave the Israelites a great 
triumph. He pointed out that the word 
Armageddon is used symbolically in 
the Book of Revelation to refer to the 
great climax of earth's strife. He de- 
clared that it would mean the final 
overthrow of the powers of sin, for 
thereafter 
Messiah's Kingdom will 


rule the world. He declared that the 
Bible pictures throe distinct stages ot 
the trouble with which this Age will 
end and the New Dispensation be in- 
augurated; first, 
the 
present 
war. 


weakening the nations and enlighten- 
ing the people; second, following the 
war, a great revolution, symbolically 
styled in the Bible an earthquake such 
as never was since men were upon the 
earth; third, a period of anarchy, re- 
sulting from the failure of mankind 
to be able to atljubt themselves to the 
new conditions. 


This anarchy is in the Bible sym- 


bolically styled fir", "the fire of God's 
anger," which will consume the pres- 
ent heavens and earth—not the lit- 
eral earth, for it "abideth 
forever" 


(Ecclesiastes 
1:1)—not the literal 


heavens, 
•either. 
The 
symbolical 


heaven is the ecclesiastical systems— 
and tlie symbolic 'il earth is the social 
systems of the present. These 
will 


succumb to the FIRE of anarchy, 
which will destroy all present institu- 
tions and eventuate in the world's 
^reparation for .Messiah's Kingdom— 
'A new heaven and a new earth"— 
'the desire of all nations."—Rev. 21:1; 
Haggai 2:7. 


As Elijah the Prophet typified the 


course of the tw Church of God and 
her final takins (o Heaven, so these 
great events coining upon the earth 
were shown to Elijah in advance of 
his taking away. The 
winds that 


rent the rocks represented the present 
war. The earthquake represented tho 
revolution. The fire represented 
the 


anarchy. Then follows the "still small 
voice" of 
God. "speaking 
peace 


through Jesus Christ." This is the 
pure Message, in contrast with a con- 
fusion of creeds which have been 
preached and which have 
misrepre- 


sented the Divine character and plan. 
The knowledge of the glory of God 
will then fill tlie whole earth, until 
none shall need to say to his neighbor, 
Know thou the Lord; 
for all 
will 


know Him.—Jeremiah 31:34.- 


The Pastor referred to the fact that 


all the creeds in Christendom 
had 


mistaken this fir- to be a literal one, 
instead of symbolic, forgetting 
that 


fire is repeatedly used in the Bible 
to represent severe trial. "Think it 
not strange concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try \ou"—the Church. St. 
Peter's words respecting the fire cor- 
respond to tlie words of Zephaniah's 
prophecy. 
(I I'<'tor 4:12; Zepheniah 


3:8, 9.) There, after telling about tho 
fire that would consume the social 
earth, the Lord declares that then He 
will turn to the people a pure Mes- 
sage, that they may all call upon His 
name to serve Him with one consent. 
Similarly St. Peter, after telling how 
the preient symbolical heavenB—ec- 


clesiastieal systems—and the symbol- 
ical 
earth—social 
order—will pass 


away in this fire of anarchy, says that 
there will be "new heavens and a new 
earth"—a 
new ecclesiastical power 


and a new social order.—2 Peter 3:'3. 


Pastor Russell declared that this new 


heaven will be the Church in glory, 
the true Church of Christ in Millen- 
nial glory; and that the new earth 
will mean society reorganized on its 
new basis, in harmony with the Gold- 
en Rule of Messiah's Kingdom. He 
declared that to think of the earth as 
being burned up at the Second Com- 
ing of Christ would mean to forget 
that St. Peter elsewhere (Acts 3:19-21) 
declares that at Christ's Second Com- 
ing Times of Restitution and Refresh- 
ment would come to the world, and 
that his blessing had been declared by 
God through all the holy 
Prophets 


since the world began. The attention 
of the audience was remarkable—also 
the fact that men predominated. 


Our 
Honorable 
President 
with 


praiseworthy intent has requested all 
Christian people to pray for peace in 
Europe. I have been asked to ser- 
monize accordingly. However, I can- 
not concur with our Worthy President 
in this matter. Much as I appreciate 
peace—and I have all my life labored 
to be a peacemaker—I cannot pray the 
Almighty to change His plans to con- 
form to those of our Honored Presi- 
dent. 


For twenty-five hundred years God, 


through the Bible Prophets, has been 
telling His people, about this 
great 


war and concerning the more terrible 
Armageddon which will follow it; and 
can we expect Him to reverse the pro- 
gram 
at our behest? — Revelation 


16:13, 14, 16. 


The prayers of these millions pray- 


ing for the prosperity of the Germans 
and the extermination of the Allies, 
and the prayers of other millions for 
the success of the Allies and the anni- 
hilation of the 
Germans, 
and the 


prayers of the Pope and of our Pres- 
ident and other good people that this 
awful war shall promply cease, will 
all go unanswered, if I read my Bible 
aright. The war will proceed, and 
will eventuate in no glorious victory 
for any nation, but in the horrible 
mutilation and impoverishment of all. 
Next will follow the Armageddon of 
Anarchy. 


After that, peace, lasting peace, may 


be hoped for, because God has de- 
clared it! It will be brought i n by 
Messiah's Kingdom, for which so long 
we have 
prayed—"Thy 
Kingdom 


.come!"

earth and develop it. Had mankind 
remained in harmony with God, the 
whole world would have become as 
Eden.—'Genesis 3:17-19. 


God foreknew just wnat would oc- 


cur, however. He foreknew Adam's 
sin and fall, as well as the mental, 
moral 
and 
physical 
degeneracy 


which would result from the disobe- 
dience of our first parents. He fore- 
knew our weakness and 
imperfec-

Reckoned from tfje time 
of King Zedekiah, that period ended 
in 1914; for, according to the scriptures. 
King Zedekiah's

was taken 
away in 606 E. C. If so, 1915 marks 
the "beginning of the period in which, 
in a time of trouble, Messiah should 
take to Himself His great power and 
begin His glorious rein of a thousand 
years—Daniel 12: ]; Matthew 24:21.

Kingdom, which is to fill the whole 
earth, according to this prophecy. 
The clay-smeared iron 
feet 
resem- 
bling stone are the present Roman gov- 
ernments of 
Europe, calling 
them- 
selves Christendom — "Christ's King- 
dom." 
They have been deceived. 
In 
reality they are the last representa- 
tives of "the Kingdoms of this world" 
(Revelations 11:15)—the toes 
of 
the 
image of Nebuchadnezzar's dream. The 
present war will weaken the nations, 
draining their life-blood and wealth.

Through a confusing translation the 
Bible calls this trouble the end of the 
world.

eousness,"—"new

Church in glory, and "a new earth,"—• 
the world in accord with God's law.
